Storm ok lJrrii .Tajujary— Exhibited 
ome peculiarities which are interesting. In some 
i in this county (Jefferson county, Ky.) the 
reached 27 deg.; the coldest period was a 
before daylight, and the indications are that a 
wave of intensely cold air flowed over the land for 
|B^?ry short space of time only, as the thermometer 
Commenced rising almost immediately. On reaching 
the coldest point the cold stream of air seemed to 
flow through valleys and low flats, unmixed with 
the warmer air, and on some higher points it seemed 
to pass in waves unmodJied by the less intensely 
cold air above it. This is evidenced by the singular 
disparity of the markings of different thermometers 
in places not far distanced apart; in one instance, 
three thermometers within a mile of each other 
marked l.i deg., 19 deg., and 25 deg., at about the 
same period of time, which was the greatest cold 
experienced in each place. 

Again, the peach buds in some parts of the coun- 
try are entirely killed, not a lone one to be found; 
in other places of about the same elevation, not more 
than two miles distant, they are but partially killed; 
and in some other locations they are scarcely harmed. 
In some places trees standing within a few rods of 
each other, have been very differently affected. The 
trees which were on ground twelve or fifteen feet 
below the general level had their buds all killed, 
while other trees in the same orchard, but on higher 
ground, have many buds uninjured, and in other 
places the buds on the lower branches of the trees 
were killed, while those at the tops of the trees 
escaped. 

''. te — instances seem to show that a flow of cold 
air passed over the country, in some parts in nar- 
row belts, unmixed with the warmer air which it 
iiAplaced, in other localities mixing in varying 
f^fiortions, but gradually becoming thoroughly in- 
corporated with warmer air, thus forming a tempe- 
rature a little after sunrise nearly uniform through- 
oat the country. This singular flow of a cold strata 
of air, so distinct in some places as to mark it- 
depth as distinctly as if it had been some visible 
fluid, may perhaps be accounted for by supposing 
that the very great difference in density between it 
and the air it came in contact with made it less 
easy to unit*- together, just as in mixing liquids of 
different density — the greater the difference the 
more difficult to mix. We hope those who may 
have noticed any of the peculiarities of this cold 
storm will compare notes with their neighbors, 
to us any interesting fact they may 



If the spring frosts do not kill tlte peach bud* 
that this cold storm has spared we shall have its 
course distinctly mapped out next summer by the 
peach crop— in some parts of the county there will 
he an abundant crop, while in others there will be 



Tiik Tea Trade.— The tea market has been in 
somewhat of an excited state since the receipt of the 
news of the troubles at Canton, but those best ac- 
th che trade and with the Chinese people 
ad no great interruption of trade, although 
| change in the manner of carrying it on may 
out of the matter. 
Nearly all the tea exported from China is con- 
sumed in the English dominions, the I'nited States, 
and Russia. Other nations take only inconsiderable 
qaanties. France with her thirty-five millions of 
people only consumes about one twenty-fifth part as 
gau< h as the United States with her twenty-seven 
Millions, and Germany with se\enty millions uses 
lv about as much as France. The great quantity 
er used ia the latter country and of light wines 
in the former take the place of tea.

Tiik Treaty with Mexico.— The intelligent 
Washington correspondent of the New York Courier 
& Enquirer writes under date of Feb. Ms 

The agents of the associated press will have ap- 
prised your readers of a part of the extraordinary 
provisions of Mr. Forsythe's treaty. But it is not 
correct that he had no authority to make an arrange- 
ment of this character. He VM specially instructed 
to make a treaty for the better regulation of com- 
merce and mail communication. He was not au- 
thorized to make a loan, and there is a very deep sig- 
nificance' in his having attempted to do so. Such a 
design, successfully carried through, would be al- 
most equivalent to the annexation of Mexico. It 
would put her in the position of a client and deUor, 
utterly unable to pay, and at the mercy of the pat- 
ron and creditor, beut upon the acquisition of his 
estate. It is almost incredible that Mr. Forsythe 
should have tendered a loan to Mexico upon the 
pledge of revenues which have been again and again 
mortgaged to foreign creditors. There must l>e other 
securities named in the treaty. The suspicion is 
general, and certainly is re isonaMe. that a mortgage 
has been taken upon some Ixiwer California, Sonora, 
and the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. 

The President has the power of amending the 
Treaty in any way he thinks proper before laying it 
before the Senate." He may refuse to do so alto- 
gether. I think he will strike out the provision- in 
regard to the loan, and submit the projst, thus muti- 
lated, to the judgment of the Senate. 

It is the most alarming symptom of the decay and 
utter imbecility of Mexico, that her rulers should 
have been willing to enter into a scheme like this. 
It is sustained wholly by the argument that, unless 
this loan ba made, Comonfort's administration must 
succumb to the clergy, and within a ye.tr the sway 
of the priests will be supreme in the capital and tlie 
provinces. And it is to arrest a calamity so direful, 
that the (>eneficent shepherd of American Democra- 
cy is invited to interest itself in the safety of the 
Mexican lamb. For the sake of this monev the 
President of Mexico and his counsellors are willing 
to purchase a precar in-* an** feverish existence of a 
few years, to be then £,ron'H into powder.

THK WATER WORKS.

I lieg leave through tha colr.mns of your paper, 
over my ow n signature, to make s few explanations 
in regard to the Louis^ iBa water .vorks — that done, 
my duty to the company ai.d the public will have 
been discharged, and I will drop the subject in the 
public prints. 

It cannot be expected that the president, directors, 
or engineer of the Louisville Water Company have 
either the time or inclination to enter into a fruitless 
newspaper controversy with every anonymous wri- 
ter who misapprehends the motives which influence 
their conduct, and finds fault with what they have 
done. Still there are certain rumors in circulation, 
and insinuations thrown out by anonymous corres- 
pondents in your paper, which I feel it incumbent 
upon me, in justification of the president, board of 
directors, and myself, to set right before the public. 

It has been stated on the streets that I recom- 
mended certain sites for engine house and reservoir, 
and that the board of directors selected different 
ones. This is a mistake without the slightest foun- 
dation. The sites selected were, after the most 
careful survevs and thorough examinations, confi- 
dently recommended by me to be the best, and were 
unanimously adopted by the board. 

It has been frequently asked why the land near 
the Blind Asylum was not selected as the site for the 
reservoir, it having been recommended by other engi- 
neers as the most eligible point. If I have been 
correctly infonned, no accurate instrumental mea- 
surement of distances, leveling of heights, and 
sounding of the river shore were ever made by any 
other engineers. Yet there may have been. Still 
I am not responsible for their acts or views, but only 
for ray own. I was not employed by the I^ouisville 
Water Company to erect an engine house and reser- 
voir on certain designated localities. If I had been, 
my line of duty was a very plain one. But when I 
came to Louisville Mr. Harris, the president of the 
com piny, informed me that the citizens of Louisville 
had determined to erect water works, and had 
voted a liberal subscription to build t hem. That 
for his part he had no preferences for persons or 
places; that there was the water power of the fills, 
and there were the surrouuding heights, and sources 



of supply, and he wished me to make full anil 
thorough examinations, careful survevs and esti- 
mates, and select the very best sites," and recom- 
mend the jiest plans calculated to insure to the 
City of Ixiuisville an ample, uninterrupted, and reli- 
able supply of pure water. These were all the in- 
structions I ever received; acting under them, 
and in a fathful discharge of my duty, I neither 
recommended the use of the water power of the 
falls nor the selection of the land adjoinin i the 
Blind Asylum as the site for the reservoir. The 
power to be used in elevating water, and the site 
selected for the reservoir, when their comparative 
advantages and disadvantages, as set forth in my 
report to the Board of Directors, are fullv under- 
stood, I am satisfied will meet the cordial" approba- 
tion of the people of Louisville. 

I am confident that the water power of the falls 
cannot lie relied upon as a certain and constant 
power to elevate an uninterrupted supply of water 
for the city of Louisville. To bring into fs unfair!— 
the aid of steam power, would involve in first outlav 
and keeping the machinery in projier repair to meet 
every contingency, an expense far exceeding the 
cost of the works recommended by me. 

The land adjoining the Blind' Asylum is high 
enough for a reservoir, but is without "a pure supplv 
of water, within a rea.-onable and convenient dis- 
tance. But iuasmuch as efforts have been made 
through the press to fix the public mind upon that 
particular spot, it may be expected of me to give 
the reasons why I did"uot recommend it. Without 



roing into minute details. I will mention only a few 
of the prominent facts which influenced me. " 

To place the engine house below the mouth of 
Beargrass cut-off would require an inlet pipe to be 
laid under the stream Iwtween the main land and 
the towhead or Willow bar. through that bar and 
beyond it some two hundred feet, to reach deep and 
pure water, making an aggregate length of x»ine 
eleven hundred feet of inlet pipe from the engine 
house and pumps to the source of supply. I 
could not lose sight of the various casualties inci- 
dental to such a great length of inlet pipe, and 
the very many practical difficulties atteuding the 
cleaning it, from the fact of its being laid through a 
newly made and treacherous foundation; nor could 
I shut my eyes to the fact that Beargrass creek dis- 
gorges the accumulated filth of all the slaughter- 
houses, butcher establishments, soap, glue, and 
candle factories situated upon it into the river above 
the mouth of the inlet pipe, making the most dis- 
gusting and poi-onous compound and solution that 
the imagination could possibly conceive, contami- 
nating and polluting w ith disease the whole source of 
supply. If 1 had disregarded these monitions, 
which were plain and paliMhle, and recommended 
this site for an engine house, I should have exposed 
myself to the censure and just indignation of the 
whole community. 

In casual conversation I have said the lot adjoin- 
ing the Blind Asylum, from its elevation aud sur- 
face land, would be a most admirable place upon 
winch to build a reservoir, but I never did sav then- 
was an eligible site for an engine house and a sup- 
ply of pure water within a convenient distance of it. 

At the time I made the examinations and took 
soundings of the depth of water, the river was at 
its very lowest stage, and even then, the north side 
of Willow Bar was strew n with decaying hogs' liv- 
ers and other putrescent matter and offal from 
slaughter houses; the water was discolored with 
blood and slime for at least one hundred feet from 
the shore. When the river is higher, I am told the 
washings and impurities are carried out still further 
into the channel of the river. 

It has been asked why the engine house could not 
l»e placed above the mouth of Beargrass cut-off, and 
the Blind Asylum lot lie used for a reservoir. The 
answer is, that, owing to very shoal water, mud 
and sand bottom, and the great length of inlet pipe, 
which would have to lie as long as in the other in- 
stance, the expense of coffer damming to lay the pipe 
would be much heavier; there would be very great 
practical difficulties in scouring out and keeping the 
pipe free from deposit of *ediment and rubbish; there 
would be no landing for coalboats. B«sides, the 
bai.k is so low that it would require a till of some 
twenty feet or more to place the pumping engines 
above the usual floods. An inlet pqie of such grea- 
length, from the changes of the current and chan- 
nel, from navigation, floating timber, and other 
causes is more or less liable to accident, and if any- 
thing should happen it during a high stage of water 
or a freeze of the river, it would be impossible to re- 
pair it, and the supply of .water would be cut off. 
After water has once been introduced into a city 
and it lias come into general use in private families, 
hotels, machine-shops, and manufactories, there is 
no computing the loss and inconvenience it would 
impose upon a community to be deprived of it for a 
single day. How much greater then would be the 
loss and inconvenience to fie deprived of it for sever- 
al weeks and perhaps for month-? 

The true policy is, to build the water works upon 
a sure, simple, common sense, and perfectly reliabl 
plan, irrespective of local or individual intere ts or 
feeling, to insure, as far as the perfection of ma- 
chinery, the Ohio river, and surrounding circum- 
stances will permit, a certain and constant supply 
of pure and wltolesome water to the city. The site 
selected by me for engine-house lias at the lowest 
stage of trie ■ river a depth of at least twelve feet 
water withiu sixty feet of the shore. At this point 
the river has a clear gravel bed, washed by the cur- 
rent. The source of supply is as entirely free from 
drainage and other impurities as it is pos'sible to ob- 
tain from the Ohio river. This site also commands 
an excellent flatboat landing for delivery of coal at 
all seasons of the year. The site selected for a res- 
ervoir is a third of a mile nearer the engine-house 
than the Blind Ayslum lot, which secures a very 
great and permanens economy of the pumping pow- 
er and fuel. It has also the advantage of nearly 
thirteen feet greater head. There can be no doubt 
entertained that the very best and most reliable 
character of water works can be built upon the plan 
recommended by me and adopted by the board of 
directors. 

Au article, which appeared in the Journal several 
days since signed by quite a number of gentle men, 
directs the attention of the public and the Water 
Company to the application of the water-power of 
the falls" to water works purposes. I have been told 
that the names signed to that article are those of 
very respectable gentlemen, and feeling disposed 
to treat all such with due courtesy, and give to the 
opinion of everv citizen a respectful and impartial 
consideration, 1 will say to those gentlemen that 
the power of the falls had not escaped my atteution. 
I have given it, in all its phases, a careful exami- 
nation, and am well satisfied that its application to 
the intended purpose will be much more expensive 
and far less reliable than the plan of works submit- 
ted by me and adopted by the Board of Directors. 

To speak of the application of the water-power of 
the falls, in general terms, is far too indefinite to 
form the basis of an estimate. I have declined its 
use for the following reasons: 

First. — Because the source of supplv will be ren- 
dered impure by the discharge from Beargrass and 
by the tilthv offal and drainage of the city. 

Second.— Because, for a considerable period every 
year, no power can be derived from the falls, from 
the fact that the greatest head is but 24 feet; and 
as the rise l«low the falls exceeds that at the head 
as 3 is to 1, or nearly so, at a very ordinary high 
rise of water the river would back up and suii- 
merge the pump-house and machinery. The eddy 
or dead-water thus produced during a very hi-li 
rise would effectually destroy the head and current 
and of course the motive power, and cut off the sup- 
plv of water to the city. 

Third. — Because the water-power required cannot 
be taken from the cand without interrupting navi- 
gation. The Canal Commissioners, upon no con- 
sideration, could, if they were so disposed, make 
any arrangement to furnish an unfailing w*ter-|>ow- 
cr "from the canal. During the last summer there 
were three months' suspension of navigation, when 
no water was passing through the canal. This ot- 

tC tt*nN»*— Because the three items of constructiiiij 
a new race or canal from the head to thi foo of the 
falls, right of way, and laying a 30-inch pump- 



main or pipe from the pump-house to the nearest 

elevated ground above the city, a distance of over & 
miles, would be so enormously expensive as to far 
t Xce rV ne entire amount voted by the citi/.ens to 
build the water-works, and even then the watev 
would be impure and the supplv partial and inter- 
rupted. 

Fifth.— Because the dep->sit of mud and every 
kind of rubbish, to say nothing of the filth, is so> 
great below the falls in consequence of the eddy as 
to seriously olmtruct the passage of the water 
through the strainer and inlet pipe to the pumps, 
and when once in, would clog and cut the valves 
of the pumps and very soon render them inopera- 
tive and useless. 

SUth. — Because such water works would be in- 
efficient and unreliable, and could not be rendered 
certain w ithout the aid of steam power, which would, 
add very considerably to the cost and complication 
of the works in their construction, as well as in run- 
ning and keeping them in proper repair. 

Sertnth.— Because, assuming the head of the re- 
servoir above the city to be 145 feet above the low- 
water mark, it would' require an additional lift of 24 
feet lielow the falls or lo'J fret to attain the same 
altitude, which would demand an immense volume 
of water to perform this service, and involve a cor- 
resjKinding expense in the construction of the wort* 
and keeping them in proper action and repair. 

kiffhtk. — Because, in addition to the enormous 
on; lav necessary to construct the water works be- 
low the falls, in order to keep up a constant aud re- 
liable supply it would be necessary to add a steam 
engine to work the pumps, which" would not onlv 
complicate the works very much, but would also 
devolve upon the company the expense of two seta 
of hands to meet the contingencies of high water 
and want of head. Steam engines will rust out from 
non-use faster tlian they will wear out when in ac- 
tive and continued service. 

.Yrn/A.— Because I know that a simple, plain, com- 
mon-sense plan for water works is far cheaper than 
a complicated one requiring two sets of motors, and 
far more reliable and durable. 

Tenth. — Because no city in the whole civilized 
world, up to this date, has ever shown herself so 
regardless of the cleanliness and health of her citi- 
zens as to foist upon them the concentrated filth 
from slaughter-houses, pork establishments, candle 
and soap factories, together with the entire drainage 
and sewerage of the city, and I did not think that 
Louisville was emulous of setting such a precedent. 
It may lie said that water purities itself in a given 
distance, which as a general proposition is admit- 
ted—but not in the short distance of its passage 
from the city to the source of supply, for the water 
in the canal has been kuown to Le discolored with 
blood from the pork-houses. 

These objections could be carried to an almost in- 
definite number. But it is not in v purpose to enu- 
merate any more. What I have urged, I know will 
strike the common sense of every citizen, and each 
one is clearly demonstrated. 

If there is in the city of Louisville a respectable 
gentleman, who does not understand and fully com- 
prehend the force of my objections and wants infor- 
mation, if he will call at niv office, I will take great 
pleasure ia going into detailed explanations and es- 
timates to convince him that my objections are well 
founded and unanswerable. 1 cannot go into the 
public prints again. 

In several of the anonymous articles which have 
appeared in the public prints, I am charged with ut- 
ter ignorance of Hydraulics and Hydrostatics. This 
is a very crave charge against one professing to be 
a Wuter Works Engineer, and, coming from persons 
utterly unacquainted w ith my qualifications, to say 
the least is unkiod. I did not seek my present po- 
sition — it sought me. I have not pretended to anv 
ery great attainments, or attempted to herald my

And, as there is not the least semblance of truth in the 
report. I consider it duo to myself to contradict the cliarge; 
and, to that end, iisk leave now to tresspass on the public 

The cliarge is. that, concerning the fine* againH M>me of 
the citizen* for retailing liquor without license, I received 
my portion of the tines, and then signed petitions to the 
Governor to remit the Commonwealth's |>ortion. 

1 deny that I so acted in any case; and defy the produc- 
tion of proof to the contrary. 

It is true, however, that in some cases I did release a part 
of mv proportion of the fines; and it Is also true that, had 
I felt disposed, it was in my i>ower to have made thousands 
of dollars by a strict enforcement of tiie law. To have 
done thu* 1 thought would have been unjustly oppressive 
on manv citizens, and therefore declined; nor have I ciuce 
regretted it or wished that I had acted otherwise. I have 
never joined in a petition to the Governor to remitany fine, 
in any kind of case, where I was entitled to a portion ot the 
fine, unless I first released my part. 

Another reason aligned by tome of the friend* of the 
aspirant* to the office of City Attorney why I should not 
be re-elected is because, as they say, I have made enough 
money during the oue term. 

Well, 1 admit that I have derived profit from the office; 
yet nothing near the amouut reported. I accepted the 
office because I believed it would be profitable, and would 
not have accepted it bad I considered it otherwise. Know- 
ing that I have to pur*ue gome honorable employment for 
a support, 1 am induced, as others are, to eugage in that 
which mav be tendered to me, which I leel I cau properly 
perfonn and which will be moot profitable to me. Hut, if a 
person is put into office solely to enable him to make mo- 
ney, it would seem tnat otlices are created for individual 
benefit, not for the general good. 

I do not profess to have any claims on the public. While 
lu office 1 have endeavored to discharge my duties, and 
have been paid therefor. 

Whether I have the ability to discharge the duties of the 
office, aud will bo faith! ul, industrious, aud honest in the 
I>erforuiance of those duties, are, I conceive, the only mat- 
ters which the public will be disposed to inquire into, it my 
name should be presented to their consideration as a can- 
didate lor nomination for the office of City Attorney. An 
apology which I wouldalso otferfor intruding upon the pub- 
lic witn thi* card, ia that, on account of my daily engage- 
ments, I am not so situated as to enable me to go among 
the people to disabuse their minds olany prejudices crca.ed 
against me by the circulation of the report already referred 
to.

SIR. BUCHANAN'S INAUGURAL. 

Washington, March 4. 
Mr. Buchanan's manner in delivering the inaugu- 
ral address was remarkably impressive and deter- 
nuned. He began by an appeal to the Almighty for 
strength and wisdom to carry out the administration 
of the affairs of the country* to the advantage of the 
people. As he had determined not to try to be 
elected for a second Presidential term, his adminis- 
tration should be conducted purely for the l>est inter- 
ests of the whole country, lie spoke of his election 
as having l>een accomplished by those who were sin- 
cerely desirous for the preservation of the Union. 

He congratulated the country on the fact that agi- 
tation on the subiect of slavery had almost entirely 
ceased, and he declared that." for the first time in 
twenty years, the conntry had arrived at peace on 
that subject. In reference to Kansas, he declared 
that it should be admitted with either freedom or 
slavery, according as the constitution adopted by 
the people directs. He went into a long argument 
to show that the Kansas- Nebraska bill Mas right in 
principle. The equality of States, he said, must be 
p eserved. He added, however, that slavery was 
less important, practically, than some other suVjects 
before the American people. The geographical par- 
ties to which the agitatation of the slavery question 
ba< given birth must die. The spectacle which was 
now presented of our w hole people submitting quiet- 
ly to the will of the majority, as expressed at the i 
polls in the last election, was characteristic of this 
and no other nation; so he thought these geographi- 
cal parties niHst die out. 

He saidtiiat corruption in a Federal Government 
was fatal to its institutions. Although in a corrupt i 
country the forms of free institutions might remain, 
the life was gone. His administration should aim : 
at purity in all its departments. Extravagance in 
law disposal of the public lands, he declared, must j 
l>e put a stop to so that our children may secure 
homes to themselves and the brood of speculators j 
and jobbers who live upon them may be crushed, 
law Uws in regard to naturalization should remain 
as they are at present, putting foreign and native- 
ton citizens on a fair democratic level. In regard 
to the Pacific railroad project — such a road, he said, 
in.iv be made hjr Congress in the shape of a milita- \ 
ry road to enable the Government to extend protec- i 
tion to our possessions on the Pacific coast. Con- | 
gmm has full power to do this and he agreed that it 
must and should be done in order that we might be 
prepared on that « . ..i - 1 for the emergency of war. 
Our foreign policy must be to cultivate peace and 
good will with all nations, hut at the same time all 
entangling alliancess must be avoided. This has 
been an axiom of our Government ever since the 
days of Washington, and none dare now dispute its 
propriety. It has l>een the ltoast of Jie United 
States that none of their territory has been acquired 
by war as has been the case with most other nations, 
and this must continue to be our policy. We must 
refuse to take any territory whatever unless it be ac- 
quired by honorable means. Our diplomatic rela- 
tions must l>e frank and honorable, and, by pursuing 
such a policy, we sh.-Jl continue to hold our position 
amonirthe great, leading powers of the world. 

Mr. Buchanan read his address ck>elv from a 
manuscript which he held in his hand. His voice 
was clear, but owing to a dense crowd ("mam- of 
whom could not see him), there was some interrup- 
tion, and all of his address was not distinctly heard. 
There was much applause at those portions which 
referred to the equality of States, the evils of geo- 
graphical parties, and the naturalization laws. 

Beyond the fainting of a few ladies in the crowd, 
there were no incidents of an unpleasant nature. 
The procession was the finest ever seen in Washing- 
ton, and the number of people present in the city 
exceeds everything ever known before. There were 
many banners bearing appropriate devices. There 
were several revolutionary flags from Virginia, which 
excited much attention. " 

Chief Justice Taney administered the oath of of- 
fice at Ij < o'clock, and was the first to congratulate 
the President. Vice President Breckinridge, ex- 
President Pierce, Senator Bigler. and other promi- 
nent politicians, were on the portico during the cer- 
emony. 

THIRTY-FOURTH CONGRESS-SECOND SESSION. 
Wednesday s Proceedings 

Washington, March 4. 

The House and Senate continued in session all 
night. At 4 o'clock the House took a recess, and at 

o'clock the Senate took the same course, to meet 
a-jain at 9. On re-assembling, the business in both 
branches was mainly confined to reports from the 
several committees of conference. 

Evening Session. — The Senate disposed of a large 
number of private bills from the House, concurred 
in numerous amendments, anu re-enacted others. 

Mr. Stuart, from the committee of conference on 
the deficiency bill, made report recommending that 
the Senate recede from some of their amendments. 

The appropriation of $183,000 for books for distri- 
bution among the new members of the House was 
reduced to $137,000. 

Mr. Stuart hop« d the report would be concurred 
in. It was the best they could do. 

Messrs. Biggs, Toombs, and Bayard opposed the 
report, preferring to lose the bill "rather than yield 
their hostility to book amendments. 

The report wab disagreed to — yeas 8, nays 38, and 
another committee of conference was asked for. 

The ocean mail steamship appropriation bill was 
passed. 

A third committee of conference on the deficiency 
bill was appointed, the second not being able to 
agree. 

In the Senate, the New York fire bill was t.iken 
up. Its opponents, among whom Clay, Iverson, 
and Slidell were most conspicuo< s, particularly en- 
deavored to s.ave it off by renewed motions to 
tmend, lay on the table, or" indefinitely postpone, 
ailing for yeas and nays upon each motion, and 
also threatening to discuss it until the hour for clos- 
ing the session. Its friends said little, l>eing anx- 
ious to reach a vote. At length it was tabled, it be- 
ing found impossible to get it through. 

Several private bills were passed; also bills pro- 
viding for the construction of military roads in 
Washington and Nebraska Territories. 

At half past 11 o'clock the galleries were densely 
crowded with ladies, waiting to see the prelimina- 
ries to the iuuuguration ceremonies. 

Mr. Hale. Mr. President, is there any question 
before the Senate? Several Senators have suggest- 
ed the propriety of a short Executive session. 
[Great laughter.'] When Hale sat down, and . without 
urging an answer to his inquiry, stated that he had 
nothing further to communicate. 

The President pro tern, declared, after a brief val- 
edictory, that the Senate was adjourned. 

In extra session, the oath was administered to Mr. 
Mason by Mr. Pearce and the former was chosen 
President pro tern. 

Messrs. Bayard, Bright, Brodhead, Cameron, 
Chandler, Davis, Dixon, Doolittle, Hamlin, Kenne- 
dy, King, Mallory. Polk, Rusk, Sumner, Thomp- 
son, of N. J.. and Wade were qualified. 

The Vice President elect soon after came in, the 
oath was administered to him, when he made a few 
appropriate remarks. 

At 1 o'clock, Ex-President Pierce and the Presi- 
dent elect entered and proceeded, with the Senate, 
Supreme Court, foreign Ministers, and others, to the 
east front of the Capitol, where the inauguration 
ceremonies were commenced. 

The Senate afterwards repaired to i/s Chamber 
and adjourned to 1 o'clock to-morrow. 

Twenty-four military companies, seven clubs and 
associations, and several tire companies participated 
in the procession. 

The oath was administered after reading the 
inaugural. 

The Deficiency bill failed to receive the signature 
of President Pierce, and therefore is not a law. 

The proceedings in the House, as well as the Sen- 
ate, were frequently interrupted by messages and 
reports from the Committee of Couference. 

The House passed the Senate bill conferring to 
several States the swamp and overflowed lands se- 
lected in the acts of 1849 and 1850. 

The House refused to recede from the amendment 
to the amendment of the Senate to the legislative 
and executive bill appropriating $20,000 to pay the 
expense of the next Kansas Legislature, and insisted 
on its disagreement by two majority, and 
quently receded by one majority, thus 
dispute in this bill. 

During the proceedings frequent and violent at- 
tempts were made to obtain the floor. Fifty mem- 
bers or more were upon tlieir legs crving oot Mr. 
Speaker, and flourishing the particular bills or 
manuscripts they wished to have considered. Nu- 



, merous motio.is were made to suspend rules to 

i consider specified bills, but few of which were suc- 
cessful. 

The House passed the Senate bill, more effectually 
to punish crimes on the high seas. 

The House passed the Senate bill, requiring the 
disbursing officers of the government to deposit 
their funda, for Itetter protection, with the Treasurer 
or some Assistant Treasurer of the United States. 

Mr. Pringle made a report from the second Com- 
mittee tf Conference on the Deficiency bill, that 
they were unable to agree — the main cause of this 
being the appropriation of books for new members. 

Mr. Sage expostulated with gentlemen to stand 
firm, saying that they had rights as well as the Sen- 
ators. 

Mr. Houston justified the Senate's opposition to 
the books, and said that if Mr. Sage did want to stir 
up ill blood, he would leave him alone in his lauda- 
ble undertaking. 

The House insisted on its disagreements. 

All the general appropriation bills have been con- 
sidered; several of them are hanging between the 
two houses, tlie committees of conference not being 
able to agree. 

The Senate returned the miscellaneous appropria- 
tion bill to the House with 103 amendments.
